the company was pointedly asked if 
he had anything to say on the question 
of title. The company ‘thas simply 
made a general statement that it 
“owns, holds or controls" certain wells 
in the vicinity of Redeliff. On this 
question and in answer to all the ob- 
jJections raised to the application the 
company, in a written memorandum 
filed by its Edmonton solicitors, takes 
the position that the minister has no 
duty to consider any such questions, 
as under the Act of 1911-12 the pow- 
ers and duties of the minister are 
purely administrative and that he ts 
not called upon to exercise any dis- 
cretion, judicial or otherwise. ‘That 
all questions as to how the proposed 
pipeline will affect the supply at its 
eastern terminus (and presumably all 
other legal questions )are irrelevant 
and are not necessary to this appli- 
cation,” 


Nothing Reasonable Refused 


If this contention could be accepted | 
(he jas correct and If there were no other | 


questions involved than, as has often 
been urged since this controversy 
arose, that of crossing roads and high- 
ways, the government's problem would 
not be difficult. It has not in the 
past and its present policy is not to 
refuse any reasonable request of any 
public utility to use or cross its road 
allowances. 

The movernment cannot, however, 
accept the view that the duty of the 
minister is so limited or restricted. 
To the contrary, the view of the gov- 
ernment is that before approving of 
the location of any pipeline it is the 
privilege and duty of the minister to 
consider whether such proposed pipe- 
line involves any question of public 
right or polley; its effect financially 
or otherwise on the Province or any 
municipality; whether the applicant 
has acquired such title as is required 
by Statute, to investigate objections to 
title and to hear any objections that 
contracts or rights of individuals or 


municipalities will be viointed and to | 


exercise his discretion according to 
his finding. 
General Policy 


In so far as this application raises 
the question of the desirability of de- 
claring @ general policy within the jur- 
isdiction of the province, in view of 
the fact that the province does not 
yet own its natural resources, con- 
trolling the supply and distribution 
involving, for example, the 
contention of the City of Calgary that 
the use of natural gas should be con- 
fined to domestic purposes only or 
the contention of Redcliff and Med- 
icine Hat that the supply should be 
localized, it is clear that such a policy 
could only be finally settled by the 
legislature and any decision which the 
government might see fit to make on 
this application would necessarily be 
subject to any general action which 
the legisiature may take at Its next 
session. 

In the meantime, while appreciating 
fully the reasonable desire of the City 
of Calgary to augment its gas supply 
as speedily as possible, the Minister 
is advised by counsel that the ob- 
jJections ratsed by the Town of Red- 
cliff and the City of Medicine Hat 
are not purely vexatious and that the 
legal questions raised are not free 
from doubt. He has therefore con- 
cluded that .{n fairness to these cities, 


and for the information of the BOV- | 
} ernment 


in further considering the 
application, these questions should be 
determined by the proper judicial au- 
thorities, As it is desirable that al! 
such questions should be settled as 
expeditiously as possible, the minister 
has decided to refer to the Supreme 
Court under the provision of Chapter 
90 of the Statutes of Alberta, 908, 
all questions in dispute between the 
parties involved. 
Court Questions 

The following questions will be re- 
ferred to the Supreme Court: 

1. Does the acquisition by the Can- 
adian Western Natural Gas, Light, 
Heat and Power Company Limited, of 
an interest in gas wells in Redcliff en- 
title the last mentioned company to 
exercise the powers granted by the 
said Statute, being Chapter 71 of the

They will be welcomed, as specific 
measures of relief, and as indicat- 
ing that the Minister is willing to 
accommodate his collecting 
schemes to the circumstances of 
business so far as practicable. 

These alterations do not affect 
the essential character of the bud- 
get. It is still substantially what 
it was, in nature and purpose. It| 
is neither particularly more nor 
Jess protectionist that ‘before the 
changes were announced. It was 
drawn up with the apparent and 
necessary purpose of getting rev- 
enue; and while the tariff reduc- 
tions and the modifications in 
other directions will discount the 
results they do not make the ob- 
jective different.
